W. T. Klepper, a well known farm ­ 
er of the P arad ise co u n try , had a pre­ 
lim inary trial before Justice Greer 
W ednesday m orning and was releas­ 
ed upon a $750 bond. 
Klepper is 
charged 
with 
shooting 
a 
couple 
of 
shots at 
his 
son-in-law 
Ben 
Burnett in the public road about one 
and one half miles north of P arad ise 
last Sunday m orning. 
It seems from 
the reports we hear, some time ago 
Burnett, who is a young man about 
22 years of age, m arried a daughter 
of Klepper. 
Soon after the m arriage 
the daughter returned to her fa th e r’s 
home. 
Ill feeling has existed be­ 
tween Klepper and Burnett for some 
time, and the trouble Sunday m orn­ 
ing resulted. 
Only a few witnesses 
were in evidence at the trial W ednes­ 
day m orning. 
Burnett, the defend­ 
ant, was the first on the stand. 
He 
exhibited a shirt which he said he 
wore at the time of the shooting. Two 
holes about the size of a 25c-piece 
were seen in the garment. 
Burnett 
said he was on his way to m ake a vis­ 
it to his brother when he met Klep­ 
per in the road. 
Klepper, he stated, 
when within three or four hundred 
yards of him, fired two shots. 
B u r­ 
nett was riding a horse, which he 
quit and took to the brush when Klep­ 
per fired. 
He was not hit by the bul­ 
lets, hut the shirt he wore has two 
holes in it on the left side just above 
the waistband. 
Two other witnesses, 
Mrs. H arm s and daughter, a little 
13.year-old 
Miss, were put on the 
stand. 
They were on their way to 
Sunday school and 
witnessed 
the 
shooting. 
Pretty little Miss 
Effie 
Harms proved 
an interesting wit­ 
ness. 
Not that she knew so much 
about the case, but the cool, collect­ 
ed 
and self-possessed 
m anner 
in 
which she appeared on the stand and 
plain and distinct answers she gave 
to the attorneys’ questions. 
She is 
thirteen years of age and one of the 
brightest girls this reporter has ever

PENSION APPORTIONMENT. 


For Couple of Quarters Is Put 
at $11.25. 
A ustin, Sept, 4.— C onfederate pen­ 
sioners w ill receive $11.25 per quarter 
for the first two 
quarters 
ending 
March, 1910, under the new pension 
law . Three hundred and eighteen will 
receive $8 per m onth under the pro­ 
vision made for the blind, m aim ed and 
totally disabled. 


Pension C om m issioner Bolmes made 
the first ap po rtio n m e n t u n der the new 
law and estim a te d there would be on 
the roll for this and the next q u a rte r 
10,750 pensioners. 
Up to 
this 
tim e 
th ere have been 8,100 pensioners on 
the rolls, about one-third of 
which 
were widows, who received $15 per 
quarter. 
Under the liberalized pension 
a v as passed by the Thirty-first leg­ 
islature t-he com m issioner has received 
applications 
from 
2.249 
Confederate 
soldiers and 1,209 widows of Confed­ 
erates, who wish the pensions. 
In m aking the e stim a te he deducted 
20 per cent of this num ber, as in the 
past about that m any have failed to 
m ak e good in their applications 
and 
sm all allowances m u st be m a d e for 
deaths. 
According to tho figu-os of the pen­ 
sion com m issioner the totally disabled 
class vail receive $15,201, the other 
pensioners e stim a te d at 10,432 will re 
c ' ive $234,720. the two a m o u n ts to­ 
talling $249, 'SS for the two quarters.

JUDGE CALHOUN IN PERIL. 


Charge of Lunacy Made by the Sheriff 


of Travis County Against the Colonel 


and Latter Placed In Jail, Where He 


Threatened to Kill a Number. 
Austin, Sept. 8.—A sensation 
was 
created in the Fifty-third district (curt 
by the appearance of Colonel John H. 
Dowell in, the court roon] with an au­ 
tomatic shotgun and grip, and as he 
said, with the avowed purpose cl kill­ 
ing Judge George Calhoun, judge of 
this court. 
Colonel Dowell took his 
seat in the jury box, and waited for 
the appearance of Judge Calhoun, who 
was scheduled to call the appearance 
docket, but by a fortunate 
arrange­ 
ment, it was decided that Judge Wilcox 
bf the Twenty-sixth 
district 
court, 
nhould call his docket first, and Judge 
Calhoun did not show up then. 
In the meantime 
Colonel 
Dowell 
was discovered with the gun in his 
possession, and Sheriff Matthews went 
to take the weapon away from him. A 
m a.fie followed lait aMtthews got nos- 
nession of the gun and lodged Dowell 
in jail, preferring a charge of lunacy 
ag ast him. 
Before- being taken to 
jail Dowell made a speech to the sp ec­ 
tators in the court severely arraigning 
Judge Calhoun, claiming that Calhoun 
was responsible for many of his trou­ 
bles. 
Dowell now stands convicted, 
arm given two years in the peniten­ 
tiary on a charge of assault to murder 
Mason Williams in the Dhiskill hotel 
over one year ago, and is now out en 
bond, pending an ai peal to the higher 
co irte. 
After being in jail for a time Dowell 
told a deputy sheriff he was going to 
kill the sheriff, and all others of bis 
em rnies before he got through.

Fall Sown Alfalfa. 
We apprehend that thousands of 
farmers ia the corn belt are planning 
to put in a small acreage of alfalfa 
this fall, says the Homestead. 
In 
most instances 
the alfalfa 
will be 
seeded on land from which a grain 
crop has been taken this year. 
In 
many cases the delay iii thrashing or 
stacking has delayed the plowing of 
the land, and this is unfortunate, to 
say the least. 
Soil Intended for alfal­ 
fa should be plowed at least one month 
before seeding time, as this length of 
time is needed to properly prepare the 
seed bed. 
It is true that in some cases plowing 
is uot necessary, as stubble land can 
be converted into a satisfactory seed 
bed by the free use of the disk and 
harrow. 
If this plan is adopted a 
coating of manure should by all means 
be .added to the surface b e fo r e the 
soil is disked. 
This is absolutely es­ 
sential unless a soil is naturally very 
rich. 
Alfalfa aud farmyard manure 
jet on exceedingly well together, and 
in the corn belt we have never known 
many cases where the crop was suc­ 
cessfully grown in the absence of this 
combination. 


Rains giv«* sheep sniffles, diarrhea 
and consumption. 
Bring them to tho 
bam during a rainstorm and feed 
I hem under cover. 
Keep their noses smeared with tar 
or some disinfectant until tLo ravages 
of (he gadfly are past. 
See that the sheep get enough to eat. 
A gill of grain every day will make 
a big difference in the ewes ai\d lambs. 
S h e e p men say that the increase in 
I he wool clip will pay for the grain 
given to the flock, to say nothing about 
I lie vigor of the ewes and the strength 
and size of the lambs.—Farm Journal. 


Medium T yp e of Hog. 
“The hog that the farm er can put 
most flesh on is the hog for the 
farmer,” says Mr. M. C. Hart in Farm 
and Ranch. “To my mind the medium 
type of hog—that is, from 225 to 275 
pounds—is the most profitable for the 
farmer. AU pigs that are hard feeders 
should be put on the market, as they 
are unprofitable. 
When the hog is 
round ribbed, with well sprung ribs, 
smooth, 
well 
bammed and of low 
down, blocky build, it denotes he is 
an easy feeder. 
But the leggy, high 
up, cat hammed and slabsided, bony, 
angular hog is a hard feeder.” 


T h e Farm Scales- 
There are ever so many uses for a 
heavy scale on the modern, up to date 
farm, for it stands to reason that tile 
eye. no matter how well trained, is un­ 
reliable when it comes to a determina­ 
tion cf weights. 
The man who de­ 
pends on his eyesight to tell him the 
number of tons of hay in a stack or 
the pounds gain that his tattooing ani­ 
mals are making or the weight of a 
pair of horses is never sure of being 
correct nor even sure that he is not 
badly off on his estimate. 
The pur­ 
chase of n scale involves some ex­ 
pense. and of course it is eutirely pos­ 
sible to get along without one. but the 
question is whether it pays to do so 
or not. Properly cured for. a scale will 
last a lifetime, and thus the cost in 
the end is insignlficant.-Homestead.

The av­ 
erage person struggling about in the 
water would try to lift up the big life 
ring and put it over his head. 
That 
only causes the man to sink deeper 
and take more water into his lungs. 
“The proper way to approach a life 
preserver in the water is to take hold 
of the side nearest you and press 
upon it with all your weight. 
That 
causes the farther side to fly up In 
the air and down over your head, 
ringing’ you as neatly as a man ring­ 
ing a cane at a country fair. 
After 
that the drowning man can be res­ 
cued.”—Cleveland Plain Dealer.
